For many years there have,been individuals who fell dial 


an increase in taxes on properly because of improvements 
whs something of a hardship and that the practice is not con- 
ducive to the best results in the mailer of caring for buildings. 
It is argued (hat (he more a man improves his property the 
more he is taxed, and that for this reason shifllessness in the 
care of buildings is encouraged rather.lhan thrift. 


This idea has resulted in the introduction of a bill in the 


Massachusetts Legislature providing that improvements made 
011 buildings for the sake of appearances alone, and which do 
not add to the income from tlifcn'i, shb.iild nol be followed by 
increased taxation. Friends'fjfi.Ihe bill con lend that such tax- 
ation holds in check the disposition to make improvements, 
and that some owners deliberately neglect their buildings in 
order fo avoid an increase in taxes. • 
:- 


Rut while this may be true jij'sohie cases it is difficult lo see 


how a change can be made in. (he: mailer of assessments if ;jn 
equitable basis for taxation is to be maintained. Taxes should 
be levied according to the value of the property assessed. 
If a 


.man improves the appearance of'a.hptise il m'ay be of no more 
intrinsic worth lo live in or tq fenl, ye! value has been added. 
The house will bring more if bfrcred for-sale. 


In most cities and towns there are'vacant lots thai are bring- 


ing their owners not a cent of'income, but they are valuable 
and they have lo be faxed. The fact that they are held vacant 
to await higher prices does not exempt them, and it should not. 
, The only .fair and just method is to assess property accord- 
ing lo its value, and (o a certain extent there is as much value 
in appearances as in anything else. A man wh'o remodels his 
house and improves its appearance would 
claim increaed 


value if offering to sell, and Ihere is increased value, although 
it may-be worlh.no more for actual living-purposes. 


What is needed in the assessment of taxes is a most scrupu- 


lous avoidance of discrimination. 
A legal opening for dis- 


crimination would lead lo all sorts of entanglements and the 
greatest dissatisfaction, and would result in altogether more 
harm than good. 
Assessors are usually reasonable men of 


good judgment, and in the great majority of cases they may 
bi trusted not lo bear down too heavily upon property owners 
for improving (heir holdings.
